CANADA FIGURES IN BRITISH 
ELECTIONS 

As the British campaign advences 
the colonies, especialjy Canada are be- 
ing brought more into the tariff con- 
troversy. The candidates of both par- 
ties as well as the leaders deal with 
the subject every night, but they, in- 
variably echo the views of the leaders. 
The Liberals stand for free trade 
while the Unionists in most cases sup- 
port the Chamberlain jproposals, some 
going no farther tha to approve a 
coloniul conference. In considering the 
matter a few like Lerd Hugh Cecill 
favor free trade of the differem 
methods, but all declare for closer re- 
lations with “Our great self-govern- 
ing colonies.’ The fhrase is often 
heard, frequently follawed by pictures 
of the wealth devplopment and possi- 
bilities of Canada. 

In this respect the campaign is prov- 
iag a great educator. A promineni 
point in the contrbversy is whether 
the colonies have made an _ offer. 
Where is the offer is asked by the 
Liberals and tariff reformers in the 
campaign. Ligerature and _ speeches 
vite the resolution of the coionia] con- 
ference of 1902 and the speeches of 
Laurier and Fielding then and since 
in reply. 

T. W. Russell, Irish M.P. opposing

THE SHANGHAI RIOTS 

The Empress of Japan ,whieh reach- 
ed Victoria from Shanghai last week, 
brought details of ‘the -recent rioting 
there arising out of Chinese dissaiisfac- 
tion with the action of the British 
assessor, in imprisoning seme Chinese 
women and children perding hearing 
for kidnapping before the mixed court, 
Two women and threé men were ar- 
rested chorged with kidnapping fifteen 
young girl: from Shechuso, and when 
the case wes remanded the British as- 
sessor ordered theyyoung girls to be 
taken to a socjety, the Door of 
Hope, pending the trial. The Chinese 
magistrate, Mr. Kuan, insisied they be 
placed in the cel]s of the mixed court. 
His runners attacked the foreign po- 
lice who were removing, the prisoners. 
The police under Cadet Officer Fenton 
resisted, and a riot ensued in which 
Inspector Gibson and Some Chinese 
were slightly hurt. Finajly ibe police 
hustled the girls into vans and re- 
moved them. 
The Chinese magistrate and his as- 
sistants meanwhile shouted to the na- 
tive municipal constables that if they) 
obeyed the foreigners thay would be 
punished severely under Chinese law. 
These remained Joyal, however, to 
their foreign employers.. The magis- 
trate and his assistants manged to 
get the compound gates shut, and 
shouted to Mr. Fenton that he and the 
yans would pass only over his bedy.

“In the early fal] of ’81, a few of 
the citizens of Fort Macleod met to- 
gether and agreed to start a paper.
